the evidence tp some extent, reciting; 
many of the strong points against the 
defendants, but reversed the cases on 
the ground that J udge Thurman had 
been in error in not giving wav to a- 
special* judg? upon the filing of the affi¬ 
davit which could not be controverted 
by him, says the Marion Falcon. 

Hon. McKenzie Moss, of Bowling 
Green, was appointed by the Governor 
as special judge, and on Monday last a 
jury was empaneled and the evidence 
for the Commonwealth heard in the 
first case. A notion for a peremptory 
instruction was then argued at great 
length, and the outcome was awaited 
with considerable interest, as the tes*' 
timonv on this trial was, in some im¬ 
portant particulars, much more favOr 
able for the defense than on the for¬ 
mer trial. Notwithstanding this fact, 
however, Judge Mom overruled the 
motion, holding that under the law as 
settled by the Gourt of Appeals, the 
facte proven on this tnal were suffi¬ 
cient to sustain a verdict ot guilty. 

He held that if the act of the em¬ 
ploye in dividing the whisky and de¬ 
livering it in small quantites was with¬ 
in the scope ot his employment, it was 
immaterial whether either of defend¬ 
ant* had any knowledge ot it; and if it 
was not within the scope of his employ¬ 
ment, then the defendants would be' 
guflty it they knew of and approved or 
acquiaced in it. He further held, with 
thei Court of Appeals, that the em¬ 
ploye must be presumed to have acted 
within the scope ot his employment 

This construct Ton of the law, and its 
application .by the special judge, is 
exactly the same as that of Judge 
Thurman on the former tnal, but on

TO KEEP FRINGE NET 'SAFE.- 

Neat Case Prevents Its Being Lost or 
Becoming Entangled In Other 
Things. 

Fpw things are more easily mislaid 
and torn than fringe nets, for every¬ 
one knows what unpleasant tricks 
they have of getting caught in the 
pins on a pir-cushJon, or even floating 
awpy out of .the window, when there is 
the slightest draught. A very pretty 
little case for fringe, nets, which will 
prevent catastrophies of this kind may
